ing on a Residential Factor. 
The Residential Factor 
adopted by the Board, at 
.768121, governs the percent- 
age of the tax levy to be allo- 
cated and paid by the resi- 
dential property owners. 

After careful analysis and 
review, the Board of 
Assessors recommended to 
the Board of Selectmen a 
classification, shift of 175 
percent to the commercial 
class. 

For the ‘average’ single- 
family homeowner, this shift 
results in a $364.11 property 
tax increase for FY15. 

If the residential factor 
stayed at 1,with no shift to 
the commercial class, both 
residential and commerical 
property taxpayers would 
pay at $18.71 per thousand. 
Thus, without the shift to the 
commercial class, the aver- 


age home (valued _ at 
$380,374) would see a tax 
increase in FY15 _ of 


$2,014.94, while the commer- 
cial class would see a reduc- 
tion in the average value of 
$9,256.77. 

This shift conforms to the 
guidelines of Proposition 2 % 
and is consistent with prior 
years’ tax policies. Adoption 
of this. recommendation 
allows the Town to assess 
and collect an' equitable 
amount of taxes from the 
residential, | commercial, 
industrial, and personal 
property sectors. ‘ 

This year, assessed values 
were established by analyz- 
ing calendar year 2013 sales. 
The analysis showed that 
the average residential prop- 
erty value increased approx- 
imately six percent indicat- 
ing a stabilization and 
increase in the current resi- 
dential marketplace. The 
average calculation is 
offered simply as a guide- 
line. Individual tax bills may 
increase more or less than 
the imputed average. 

Traditionally, the Board of 
Selectmen has shifted the 
maximum allowable to the 
Commercial, Industrial and 
Personal class, and that is 
now the recommendation of 
the Board of Assessors. 
Selectmen eventually voted 
to adopt the recommended 
shift. 

Resident Kevin MacDonald 
expressed concern about the 
issue of raising property 
taxes in Wilmington. Posing 
several pointed questions 
and comments to Rassias, 
MacDonald held the floor 
for some time asking “The 
way I heard you, are you 
saying our residents are 
going to be getting a tax 
increase?” and “values have 
gone up?” 

Rassias’ 
questions 
“Correct.” 

MacDonald continued “I 
guess my question is, do the 
Selectman have the liberty 
or the right by law, to not 
increase the taxes?” 

Speaking of the Board, 
Rassias explained, “Their 
duty tonight is to vote a

Time is right 
to purchase arena 


\ I J ilmington government is well known for its 


proactive management and_ vision-driven 

approach to acquisitions, especially in recent 
years with a number of recreation associated purchas- 
es. The opportunity to purchase Ristuccia Arena fits 
solidly into that plan, and more importantly, will even- 
tually lead to solid returns for residents that made the 
construction ofthe rink possible in the first place. 

Town projections estimate it will cost up to $2.25 mil- 
lion to purchase the arena, plus another $130,000 for 
equipment costs needed once the lease expires and the 
town gains management control, for a total of $2.38M in 
‘debt service. For a family-friendly, financially stable 
town like Wilmington, an opportunity to own a rink, with 
an ideal location and an established customer base, is a 
no-brainer. 

The current management of the arena, Rotondo 
Enterprises, operates for-profit. Wilmington, with a 
strong business base and active business-oriented cul- 
ture like the Rotary Club and Chamber of Commerce, 
respects businesses and profitable enterprises. However, 
this arena was created to give Wilmington youth a place 
to learn to skate, play hockey, and, ultimately, stay 
active all year long. 

Requiring a vote from Town Meeting, the original 
promise made to the people of Wilmington has not be 
upheld, particularly in recent years. 

The board governing the arena has absolutely no 
accountability to the community, a major change from 
the original structure adopted which mandated board 
membership draw from leaders of customer organiza-

As usual, both colds and 

luenza are circulating 
this ; “winter. While both 
are caused by a virus, 
there are distinct differ- 
ences between the two. 
Do you know the differ- 
ence? 

Flu symptoms come on 
suddenly, most often ving 
a fever above 101 degrees. 
Symptoms can include ~ 
chills, fatigue, weakness, 
cough, sore throat, runny or 
stuffy nose, body aches, headaches and 
sometimes vomiting and diarrhea. The 
virus could last from a few days to a few 
weeks. 

«old symptoms are less severe and rarely 
occur with a fever. Symptoms develop grad- 
ually, over a few days. Like the flu, a sore 
throat, cough, runny or stuffy nose may be 
present. Aches or pains are milder and the 
duration of a cold is shorter than the flu. 
+To best protect yourself from the cold or 
flu, sit is ideal to practice good hygiene. 
Wash hands frequently with soap.and, water 
for about 20 seconds. Alcohol-based hand 
rubs are a good substitution when soap and 
water are not available. 

The CDC reports “about 80% of infectious 
disedses are spread by touch.” This is why 
experts recommend patients cough or 
sneeze into a tissue or the crook of an elbow. 
If you use your hands to cover your mouth or 
nose and then touch other surfaces, you put 
ethers at risk. 

.*Be aware of what you’re touching - door 
handles, light switches, phones,” said 
Tewksbury public health nurse, Sarah 
Kinghorn “Don’t touch your eyes, nose, or 
Saleh afterwards and especially wash your 
hands before you eat.” 


According to Web MD, “Just like cold 
viruses, flu viruses enter your body through 
the mucous membranes of the nose, eyes or 
mouth. Every time you touch your hand to 
one of these areas, you could be infecting 
yourself with a virus, which makes it very 
important to keep hands germ-free with fre- 
quent washing to prevent both flu and cold 
symptoms.” 

While the exact start of flu season varies 
each year, scientists say it typically begins 
in October, and recommend vaccination as 
soon as it is available to help protect as 
many people as possible. Those who are 
vaccinated against the flu are less likely to 
Be Oo sccording to the Mass Department of 

. Public Health.

Historically, 
the flu peaks

Vaccination is important because it helps 
prevent the spread of the flu virus, which 
can cause complications like pneumonia for 
the chronically ill. 

“Tf you or your family are sick with a cold 
or the flu, make sure to stay home from 
work or school,” said Kinghorn. “If you 
have a fever and you think you may have the 
flu it’s important not to spread it to people 
who are more vulnerable.” 

Another benefit of Staying home, said 
Kinghorn, is that you can rest. “Rest is the 
most important thing for your body to recov- 
er. Rest, nutrition and fluids.” 

There will be walk-in flu shot clinics in 
Sarah Kinghorn’s office at the Tewksbury 
Senior Center on the following dates: 
November 25th, 28th, December 3rd, 5th, 
10th and 12th from 2 p.m. - 4 p.m. 

Flu shots are for ages 4 and up on a first- 
come-first-serve basis. The flu mist is only 
available until December 5th. 

Home visits are available for homebound 
residents only. Contact public health nurse 
Sarah Kinghorn to make an appointment:

. “First of all, we’re not try- 
ing to ban tackle football and

» ‘A study by the Centers for 
Disease Control = and 
Prevention (CDC) — that 
examined brain and nervous 
system disorders among

turbing information. 
Specifically, researchers 
looked at Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease, Amyotrophic Lateral 
Sclerosis (ALS), and 
Parkinson’s disease. These 
disorders affect nerve func- 
tion, resulting in loss of 
movement or memory. 

The study, done over 15 
years ago, and focused on 
NFL players who played for 
the NFL for at least five sea- 
sons between 1959 and 1988, 
found “nervous system” 
deaths were increased 
among NFL players. Since 
then other studies have noted 
similar concerns. 

More recently, studies have 
identified a condition called 
chronic traumatic 
encephalopathy (CTE). CTE 
has symptoms similar to 
Alzheimer’s, ALS, and 
Parkinson’s, It occurs in peo- 
ple who’ve had multiple con- 
cussions. 

Concerns for CTE and 
other diseases that damage 
nerve cells are increasing 
among football players. 
Because of this, researchers 
looked more closely at these 
kinds of disorders to see if 
they were higher among 
NFL players, according to 
the CDC. New state regula- 
tions requiring concussion 
testing and new sideline pro- 
tocols for high school sports 
have also aimed to cut down 
on concussions among stu- 
dent athletes. 


In a recent letter to parents 
Smith expressed her con- 
cerns, telling parents,

“Knowing that there was 
going to be a big crowd, 
knowing that there were 
going to be TV cameras, 
knowing all that, the kids 
needed to be mentally pre- 
pared for that.”

' Waking traumatized and 
bewildered in Districts 13’s 
underground stronghold, 
Katniss Everdeen (Jennifer 
Lawrence) - The Girl on 
Fire - cannot celebrate her 
survival. She burns with 
guilt at those left behind.

A win for Wildcats could salvage tough season

The losing streak for the 
Wilmington High Football 
team against their arch 
rivals from Tewksbury has 
reached five straight, 
including last season’s 28-14 
loss at Doucette Stadium in 
Tewksbury. 

That means five straight 
Thanksgivings where the 
turkey hasn’t tasted quite as 
goed, five straight times 
looking your arch rivals in 
the eye after giving your all 
but coming up just a little 
short, and five straight sea- 
son of ending your season 
with a loss. 

Tewksbury leads the rival- 
ry -42-27-7 overall and has 
won. six of the last seven, 
with Wilmington’s last win 
coming in 2009. 

The task won’t get any eas- 
ier for Wilmington coach 
Mike Barry and his group of 
Wildcats this season. when 
they host the 8-3 Redmen at 
Alumni Field in the 81st 
renewal of this long standing 
rivalry on Thursday morn- 


ing. 

The Wildcats will bring a 4- 
6: record into this year’s 
clash, and Barry knows it 
will no be easy to stop their 
recent string of losses to the 
Redmen. But he also knows 
that a win on turkey day can 
make up for a season that 
has had its fair share of ups 
and downs. 

“A win would mean the 
world to these kids,” Barry 
said of his players. “They 
have been a great group to 
work with. They have been 
working hard all year in 
practices and in games.

time in the process. 

“It really means a lot that 
we were able to play well 
and to get a win,” Barry 
said. “We can go into this 
game knowing that the last 
thing we did was play very 
well on both sides of the 
ball. 

“We did a great job offen- 
sively, but a lot of that was 
set up by our defense doing 
a great job and giving us 
short fields to work with. 
Winning definitely builds 
some confidence for us 
heading into Thanksgiving.” 

The Wildcats will certainly 
need all the momentum they 
can muster against the 
Redmen, who despite their 
loss last Saturday to Melrose 
in the state semi-finals, have 
proven to be a powerhouse 


once again this season after 
winning the Division 3 state 
championship last season. 

The first order of business 
for the Wildcats if they hope 
to come out on top this year 
will be to stop the Redmen’s 
powerful offense, particular- 
ly their powerful running 
game led by James Sullivan 
(749 yards, 11 TD’s), Jimmy 
Hirtle (738 yards, 11 TD’s) 
and Tom Casey (487 yards, 6 
TD’s).

course of its 8-3 record. 

“I think by the time this 
game rolls around, it will be 
all about representing the 
two towns and it goes back 
to everything that this game 
has always been and what it 
has been,” said Redmen 
coach Brian Aylward.

tion I have for Mike and 
what he has given to the 
team this season. I could 
tell you until you are blue in 
the face and words won’t do 
it justice.” 

For Carroccino, making 
the switch just seemed like 
the natural thing to do. The 
easier thing to do of course, 
would have been to settle in 
for a comfortable season at 
wide receiver, but when the 
coaches asked Carroccino to 
make the switch he never 
hesitated. 

“Coach Barry had three 
guys in mind to try the posi- 
tion, and I think he felt I was 
the most athletic so he asked 
me to do it,” Carroccino 
said. “So I said I would do 
it, so I could help the team. 
I would have liked to stay at 
wide receiver, but playing 
quarterback is what was 
best for the team.” 

The transition wasn’t 
always easy, as Carroccino 
struggled at times with the 
new position, but even while 
learning on the job 
Carroccino has thrown for 
332 yards and four touch- 
downs on the season while 
working in a run first 
offense. He has also rushed 
for 126 yards and two touch- 
downs, showing his athletic 
ability and versatility. 

“He has played well for us,” 
Barry said. “He came into 
camp and did a great job 
with everything we asked of 
him. People think it is easy, 
but one of the things he had 
to work on and really 
excelled at was putting the 
ball where it needs to be for 
the running game. That is 
not easy at all, but he did a 
great job with it and was 
able to pick up a lot of things 
very quickly for us.”

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difficult position 
for Carroccino 


Again, an aspect of quarter- — 


backing the casual fan 
might think is easy, but in 
reality is anything but that 
for an inexperienced signal 
caller. 

But Carroccino persevered 
through some early season 
struggles and before long 
was improving with both the 
basics and the intricacies of 
the quarterback position. 

“It was tough at first,” 
Carroccino acknowledged. 
“It was hard to go in at quar- 
terback and learn all the 
plays and learn how to run 
the offense. But I got the 
hang of it. The footwork 
took a while, learning cer- 
tain steps you had to take to 
pass and to hand the ball off, 


‘but we practiced a lot in the 


off season running 7-on-7 
drills and then worked on it 
more once the season start- 
ed and I was able to pick it 
up.” 

In fairness, Carroccino was 
not entirely inexperienced at 
the quarterback position. He 
had, after all played one sea- 
son there in Pop Warner. All 
kidding aside though, one of 
the main reasons that he did 
not go into the season totally 
blind to the position was his 
brother Ryan, a 2014 gradu- 
ate of Wilmington High and 
three year player for the 
Wildcats football team. 

Ryan, who is now a mem- 
ber of the WNEC Football 
team, was a running back 
and wide receiver for the 
Wildcats, but also attended 
several quarterback camps 
when in high school and 
learned some valuable skills 
that he passed on to Mike. 

“Ryan taught me a lot of 
basics, like footwork and 
things like that, so he was 
very helpful to me,” Mike 
said. 

And Ryan is also Mike’s 
number one fan, along with 
their parents Susan and

“My family support has 
been great.

The kid is as tough as they 
come, a true 'gamer' in 
every sense of the word, a 
true leader and a kid you 
certainly want in your cor- 
ner every step of the way. 

“Casey is the epitome of 
Tewksbury Football,” said 
Coach Brian Aylward. “He's 
a great leader, he plays two 
very’ physical positions and 
the other kids on the team 
look‘ to him for leadership. 
He just gives such a great 
effort everytime out on the 
field.” 

Casey is the youngest of 
three brothers, all of them 
have been very good athletes 
in their own right at TMHS 
with Ryan and Mike. Tom is 
different, playing football 
and ‘lacrosse, as opposed to 
hockey. He plays fullback 
and linebacker, two critical 
positions, and has been a 
part-of three very successful 
teams since becoming a 
starter. his sophomore year.

This year he has rushed for 
487 yards and six touch- 
downs, giving him career 
total of 1,424 rushing yards 
on 231 carries with 15 touch- 
downs, as well as 11 catches 
for 78 yards with two more 
touchdowns. 

And he's been the team's 
third running back all three 
seasons. 

“Tom understands his role 
into our offense and he's got

With press clippings and 
stats, Ryan Bednarek cer- 
tainly gets overlooked when 
it comes to talking about the 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School Football team. But if 
you attend the games and 
keep a close eye on No. 7, 
you notice how he's involved 
in almost every play. 

The senior captain is a 
starting wide receiver and 
starting free safety, while he 
also serves as the team's 
punter. He has been over- 
looked the last two years 
with the likes of Eddie 
Matovu, Kevin Dick and 
James Sullivan, but when 
you have five defensive 
interceptions, and 11 catches 
for 187 yards with a touch- 
down offensively, not to for- 
get punting and being a crit- 
ical leader, you can attest 
that this kid doesn't get 
overlooked where it counts 
the most - on the field. 

“Ryan has had a great 
career for us,” said Redmen 
coach Brian Aylward. “He 
was forced into duty as a 
sophomore at free safety on 
what we thought would be a 
temporary basis, but he just 
continued .to make plays 
(and has kept that spot). He 
is a great open field tackler 
and he just really under- 
stands his coverages. He's a 
great leader, a great worker 
and he just does all of the 
right things. 

“He is prepared, he helps 
prepare the other guys and 
he has made some big plays 
for us over three years. He's 
so tough, pound for pounds 
he's as tough as anyone we 
got. He makes viscous hits 
like he did (on Saturday). 

“He's just one of those guys 
who always sacrifices his 
body for the team all of the 
time. He's just been a pleas- 
ure to coach.” 


Last year as a junior 


Bednarek was a two-time 
MVC All-Star in football and

then outdoor track, mainly 
with the pole vault. 

During the football season, 
he primarily played defense 
and didn't catch a pass on 
the offensive side of the ball 
but was a huge mainstay in 
the team's secondary, while 
helping the Redmen finish 
13-0 and as Division 3 state 
champions. 

This year he was one of the 


four elected. captains, and 


took on an even bigger role 
adding receiver to his 
resume and he along with 
Adam Gajjaoui have com- 
bined for over 500 yards and 
four touchdowns during 
their debut seasons. 

“T think they both have had 
great seasons,’ said 
Aylward. “Their blocks have 
been more effective than 
some of their catches. Ryan 
has good technique and the 
catch he made against 
Masco was probably the 
play of the game. It was an 
amazing catch and he's just 
so steady. 

“T can't remember him 


dropping too many passes, if 


at all. He's just been very 
steady for us and someone 
who has worked very hard.” 

Bednarek was _ indeed 
immense in that 
Masconomet win. He caught 
a big 33-yard pass before the 
end of the first quarter, and 
then defensively he picked 
off a pass at the Masco 37 
and returned it 21 yards set- 
ting up a 1-yard touchdown 
by quarterback Brett 
Morris. ; 

Bednarek said that his top 
personal highlight of the 
season was that interception 
because “it completely 
changed the momentum of 
the game”. But as strong as 
he's been all season defen- 
sively, certainly a lot should 
be made about his offense 
and making eleven catches 
in his first season as a tar- 
get.

Plenty of athletes, particu- 
larly football players are will- 
ing to play through pain, grit- 
ting their teeth and ignoring it 
the best they can. But playing 
through pain is one thing. 
Playing through the kind of 
pain that Wilmington senior 
deferisive end and captain 
Dylan Masiello played through 
last season was something 
else entirely. 

At some point during last 
season, Masiello suffered a 
back injury. That much he 
knew. What he did not know 
at the time, and did not find 
out until the off season, was 
the severity of his back injury, 
as he actually suffered broken 
bones in his back and contin- 
ued to play through it for the 
rest of the season. 

“The injury was pretty 
severe, but I did not know how 
severe so I played through the 
whole season with a broken 
back,” Masiello said. 

Making what he did all the 
more remarkable was that he 
played the whole season at 
linebacker, probably the most 
physically demanding of all 
defensive positions. He con- 
tinued at the linebacker posi- 
tion at the start of this season, 
teaming with fellow captain 
Austin Ferreira to form a fear- 
some duo, but after just one 
game, the coaches made the 
decision to move him to defen- 
sive end for his own safety. 

Not only has Masiello suc- 
cessfully made the transition, 
but he has excelled at it, lead- 
ing the Wildcats in tackles in 
several games, and most cer- 
tainly leading them in big 
plays, including last week’s 
win over Somerville when he 
had a big interception in the 
game’s opening minutes to set 
the, Wildcats up for an early 
touchdown on their way to a 
42-6 victory. 

“It is a lot harder physically 
to play linebacker, but we did

not want to lose Dylan’s abili- 
ty on defense, so with his skill 
set we felt like we could move 
him to defensive end,” 
Wilmington coach Mike Barry 
said. “It’s a hard thing to do, 


but he learned the position 
and has done a great job with 
it. He is a great kid, and he is 
as tough as nails. He is as 


tough as they come and he has 
shown it with the way he bat- 
tled through the injury and 
fought back the way he did.” 

For Masiello, making the 
switch to defensive end was 
difficult, but he also knew it 
was best for both him and the 
team to do so. 

“When they told me they 
were moving me, I did not 
know what to expect. I did not 
know hard it would be,” 
Masiello said. “But once I 
played my first game there 
against Burlington, I learned 
what I was supposed to do, 
and was a lot more confident. 
In some ways it was a lot dif- 
ferent, but in other ways it 
was the same and I was able 
to do ok with making the 
change.” 

As well as Masiello has 
played this season, it has been 
a bit of an up and down season 
for the Wildcats, as they at 
one point suffered through a 
five game losing streak before 
snapping it last week’s win 
over Somerville. 

At times during the losing 


streak it was difficult to keep 
up the morale of the team, but 
with leadership from Masiello 
and the other captains, the 
Wildcats were able to fight 
through the hard times and 
stay together as a team. 

“He’s been great as a cap- 
tain,” Barry said. “He gets as 
down as anyone after a loss, 
but by the time Tuesday rolls 
around and we are back at 
practice he is all fired up and 
ready to help the team. Dylan 
has a very steady personality 
about him and he brings that 
quality to the whole team. He 
is a very steadying influence.” 

Masiello has enjoyed the role 
of captain and team leader, 
taking pride in helping to keep 
the team together during the 
toughest of times. 

“Some losses were tougher to 
take than others,” Masiello 
said. “The Melrose loss (a 28- 
0 loss) was tough to take, but 
the way I looked at it was that 
it was our job to pick up the 
team and get them looking for- 
ward to the next game.”. 

That next game right now for 
the Wildcats is their last 
game, when they take on arch 
rival 
Thanksgiving morning at 
Alumni Field. Wilmington has 
dropped five consecutive 
turkey day clashes with 
Tewksbury, meaning this 
group of seniors has never 
tasted victory against the 
Redmen. 

Masiello knows that a win 
against Tewksbury would go a 
long way towards erasing any 
tough memories from earlier 
in the season. 

“With this group of guys, I 
really thought we would have 
a better record at this point,” 
Masiello said. “We have been 
through our share of ups and 
downs, but this game can kind 
of decide our season for us. 
They are our biggest rival and 
a win over them would mean 
everything. We have a chance 
to end to end our season the 
way we want to.”

40th Anniversary of Bob Aylward’ first year Coaching 
A transitional year to remember: 1974 


This story first appeared in 
the Town Crier back in 2007.

Steve Flagg was a tough sell. 
His Tewksbury High School 
football team had stumbled 
and bumbled through a pair of 
disheartening seasons under a 
bickering coaching staff led by 
Bob Vadeboncouer. When 
Vadeboncouer finally resigned 
after a disastrous 1973 season, 
Flagg, his beaten down team- 
mates and the Tewksbury 
School Department, had seen 
enough. It was time for an 
attitude adjustment. It was 
time for a coach who cared 
about the players before, dur- 
ing and after their association 
with TMHS football. Enter 27- 
year-old Wilmington High 
School assistant coach Bob 
‘Lefty’ Aylward. 

Aylward walked through the 
door in the spring of 1973 with 


a gym bag jammed with tradi- 
tion that included Wilmington 
football coaching legend Fred 
Bellissimo along with stars 
Mike Esposito. Rick Smallidge 
and Dick Gillis. 

The Wildé¢ats won, and they 
won big time - with pride and 
class that was driven by the 
former University of Wyoming 
linebacker. “Lefty’ called all 
the signals for defensive whiz 
Fritz Shurmur at Wyoming. 
Now, he would lead the 
Redmen out of the mire that 
was set in motion with losses 
followed by ridicule. The mud 
and dust bowl of the Center 
School Field had become a 
bottomless pit of defeat. 

Aylward brought Flagg and 
fellow captain Mike King in 
for a little inspirational chat 
before heading to the school’s 
first-ever football camp on a 
rock-filled field in Wolfboro, 
New Hampshire. Steve Flagg 
was still skeptical. He had 


been sold a barrel full of foot- 
-ball snakeoil for. two seasons, 
and wasn’t about to fall for 
some football coaching line of 
bull again. 

“It was going to be hard for 
me to be impressed by any- 
body after what we went 
through with the other coach- 
ing staff,” remembers Flagg. 
“It took me a while to believe, 
and he (Aylward) didn’t think 
that I had what it took, and I 
didn’t think that he had what 
it took. Here’s a guy trying to 
get me to go to practice in the 
middle of summer. Little by 
little, he turned us around and 
helped us to believe. It was an 
attitude. It was a whole differ- 
ent attitude than we’ve ever 
had in Tewksbury.” 

“T had to convince the kids 
that this would, be the best 
thing that they had ever done 
in their lives,” remembers 
Aylward. “ We had the nucleus 
to play with anybody. We 


asked them to make a onal 
ment, and we told them that 
the coaching staff would help 
them to be the best that they 
could possibly be. Of course, 
when you have a running baek 
like Rick Mackey, there’s a 

of things that you can get don 

on the field.”

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that I was going to ask them 
to-do everything that they 
could possibly do on the foot- 
ball field to make themselves, 
their parents and their com- 
munity proud.” 

“We had athletes before, but 
just didn’t have the attitude,” 
admits Flagg. He brought the 
attitude, he brought the 
charisma, he brought every- 
thing. He just turned every- 
thing around. We went to foot- 
ball camp for the first time 
ever. It wasn’t really a camp - 
there were rocks in the middle 
of the field. It was pretty 
crazy, but we had fun, and it 
bonded us together as a team. 
After he finally got me to 
believe in his concept, I was 
gung-ho. I fell for it hook, line 
and sinker.” 


: Aylward gets the job 
‘The TMHS top job came 
down to Aylward and the late 
John Perreault, a respected 
English teacher and a holdover 
from the previous coaching 
regime. Always-cagey athletic 
director Charlie Hazel laid it on 
the line for the school commit- 
fee. It would be a choice 
Between the ‘old’ guy that had 
been tuned out by most of the 
team, or the young coach with 
some new ideas and a fresh 
attitude. The final vote was 3-2, 
with Eddie Irwin ‘Diamond’ 
Jim Sullivan and Tom Nawn 
voting for Aylward. Nawn was 
the “swing vote. There was a 
few: sheriff in town. 

*“I had some success as an 
assistant coach,” remembers 
Aylward. “I wasn’t frustrated 
as an assistant, but I’m not so 
sure that John wasn’t. This 
was a perfect position. I lived 
in town, and all the guys that I 
played softball with were 
encouraging me to go for the 
job.” 

*Most of those softball ‘guys’ 
became the now-legendary 
Redmen Football Club. This 
year the club helped to raise 
$10,000 in college scholarships 
for five deserving TMHS’ ath- 
letes. In 1974, their goal was to 
get the team up to summer 
football camp at no cost to the 
kids. That club held marathon 
meetings at the Aylward 
house, established some rules 
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and bylaws, and set about 
helping the team with its’ 
major attitude adjustment. “It 
was mostly just caring for the 
kids,” notes Aylward. 

Aylward had that core group 
whom he listened to and 
respected, led by TMHS foot- 
ball legends Connie Barry and 
Ernie Lightfoot, both eventual 
members of the coaching 
staff. One of then-freshmen 
assistant coach Lightfoot’s 
earliest jobs included hooking 
a trailer to his truck and lug- 
ging the rusting blocking sled 
up to the Wolfboro camp. 

School committeeman Irwin 
had set the bar pretty high for 
Aylward and his fledging staff, 
and that thought circulated as 
Lightfoot and Barry helped 
with the very first hands-on 
labor. 

“He (Irwin) almost put the 
kiss of death on me when he 
made a statement to the news- 
papers that I’d have the team 
in the Super Bow] within three 
years. No pressure, right?” 


- “That spring I called a meet- 


ing of the players. I wasn’t 
interested in anybody with a 
bad attitude, but I realized 
that I had to prove myself to 
the team. No one has instant 
credibility at anything. You 
have to earn respect,” says 
Aylward. 

The beginning was not with- 
out some major bumps in the 
road however. “In the middle 
of that first week, everything 


-just fell apart,” remembers 


Flagg. “We. saw that the 
coaches were. pretty upset, 
and me and Mike King got the 
team together and told every- 
one that these guys (the staff) 
were for real, and let’s start 
listening to them. We all knew 
then that there was a new 
sheriff in town.” 

That ‘sheriff’ still had to deal 
with a small coaching staff 
(by today’s standards) and no 
athletic trainer. “I remember 
our first scrimmage, Jimmy 


Panzino, who was a tough kid, | 


put a big hit on this other kid 
and went down. I said; oh my 
god, he broke his neck. The 
real key was that Jim was all 
right, but I could see the 
whole thing blowing up right 
there.” 

Lightfoot, the truck driver,

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coach, and now the team’s 
emergency __ trainer, got 
Panzino up and off the field 
and to the hospital. Jim recov- 
ered and became one of the 
first player’s to display that 
‘Tewksbury tough’ that 
Aylward:so often talks about 
with justifiable pride. 


Working together 

The Redmen broke camp 
and headed home to begin a 
season that would see them 
finish 5-4-1, more than dou- 
bling their victory total over 
the past two seasons .com- 
bined. When the team did 
revert to it’s disturbing lack- 
of-confidence form early that 
season, Aylward pointed to the 
fact that no one should mess 
with this new Tewksbury foot- 
ball family. 

“We opened against 
Westford, and I remember 
Steve Looney coming in at 
halftime with terrible scratch- 
es all along his back,” said 
Aylward. “I told them - look 
what that kid on the other 
team is doing to your brother, 
your teammate. You can’t 
allow that to happen. 
Thankfully, we got that first 
win.” 

Not many teams would mess 
with Tewksbury for much -of 
that season. Aylward and his 
suddenly spirited team would 
be in for the football and life 
lesson of their young lives 
however, when weeks later the 
vaunted Andover Golden 
Warriors came to town and 
routed the Redmen, 40-9. It 
was a loss that Aylward would 
take hard and take to heart 
long after the final score was 
posted. 

“I felt that my life was crum- 
bling. I thought that was a 
career-ending loss. I thought 
to myself, ‘how can I earn 
these kids’ respect?” Have I 


‘lost all credibility? Am I any 


good?” 

Following that crushing 
defeat, Aylward was tough on 
himself as he searched for a 
way to help his first-year team 
rebound and not sink back 
into the gridiron dumpster of 
past seasons. 

“T remember that Sunday 
morning I went up to the 
Tewksbury State Hospital and

sat with the special education 
kids for a couple of hours. The 
best thing that I could have 
done at that time was to go 
and see those kids and give 
life some perspective.” 

Aylward was grateful that he 
had a devoted wife in Jeannie 
and three healthy sons in 
Brian, Rob and Tom. That 
morning led to Aylward’s 
involvement with the Special 
Olympics program in 
Tewksbury for several sum- 
mers. It also helped to prepare 
him when Tom, suffered two 
strokes at the age of 10 on the 
eve of the team’s first trip to 
the Super Bowl in 1981. 


Redmen come a long way 


A Super Bowl. Ed Irwin’s 
prediction wasn’t all that 
whacky after all. Some seven 
years after Aylward had right- 
ed this listing TMHS ship, the 
Redmen were playing 
Winthrop at Boston College in 
1981. Former, Boston College 
coach Joe Yukica had offered 
Aylward as assistant coaching 
job with the Eagles years ago. 
‘Lefty’ had finally reached 
The Heights with his Redmen. 
The “Tewksbury. Tough’ tradi- 
tion was on its’ way to being 
firmly established. The losses 
and the mess were a distant 
memory. 

The Redmen were really 
walking the walk in 1981, but 
the baby steps were put in 
place by that 1974 team that 
finished the 5-4-1 season with 
a Thanksgiving morning vic- 
tory over Wilmington. 
Aylward had mixed emotions 
on that day going up against 
his mentor Bellissimo and his 
longtime friend, WHS assis- 
tant coach John Ritchie. 

“That was the first time in 
quite a while that Tewksbury 
had beaten Wilmington,” 
recalls Aylward. 

The victory left the Redmen 
above .500 and with a clean 
mental slate. That season had 
become about much more 
than wins and losses. 

“Success in football isn’t 
always measured in wins and 
losses,” says Aylward. “The 
nurturing aspect is huge. A 
kid should leave the locker 
room saying to himself - 
gave everything that I had to

give today.” 

That 1974 team gave every- 
thing that it had, and then 
became the _not-so-distant 
cousins and brothers of that 
1981 team that had finally 


climbed the mountain. 
Members of both squads were 
in the room at_ the 


Longmeadow Country Club to ~ 


join in one big communal hug. 

Scott Tremlett, one of the 
toughest players and one of 
the captains on that 1981 
Super Bowl team, sat right up 
front and sought out the guys 
that he knew had ‘spilled their 
guts’ for Aylward and his 
many Tewksbury teams. Super 
Bowls are nice, but friend- 
ships in Tewksbury are forev- 
er. 

“’ve coached wrestling for 
24 years, and I’ve met a lot of 
coaches, but when you meet 
Bob Aylward and shake his 
hand, you respect him right 
away,” said Tremlett. “I’d run 
through a wall for him. In 1981, 
when I had my knee banged up 
and they were dedicating the 
field, someone said that we 
could take the field with three 
captains for the ceremony, but 
Lefty said no, we’re going to

take the field with all four of. 
our captains. I remember that 
to this day, and because of 
that, I know that I’m a better 
coach and a better person.” 
The kid that was such a hard 
sell is also a true believer. 
Steve Flagg walked into~ the 
room a little late, wolfed down 
his pre-ceremony meal ‘and 
gave his coach a big smile‘and 
a retirement bear-hug. There 
was no selling necessary now. 
He bought in 33 years ago. 2 
“He’s like a second father to 
me. I still get chills on: the 
back of my neck ‘when some- 
one mentions his name, ” said 
Flagg. “I have more admira- 
tion for him that anyone I 
could ever imagine. I’d ‘run 
through a wall for him.” -* 
Flagg will probably ‘need to 


‘get in line behind Tremlett 


and a thousand other former 
TMHS players waiting to run 
through that wall. Football is 
a contact sport. Bob Aylward 
gave Tewksbury the ultimate 
contact high. He touched 
many Tewksbury people - not 
just football players. It all 
began in 1974... pe! 
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
